Nov. 6. 
When Italy commenced her invasion of 
Greece, General Metaxas declared that 


Athens was an open city in the hope that 
this would persuade the Talians not to bomb 
it, ‘The Malfans replied by stating that as 
the most civilized nation in the world—a 
nasty back-handed slap at the Nazis,—they 
had no intention of bombing Athens. On the 
authority of the German news agency, on 
Monday from 12.10 to 12.30 pm. an alr-raid 
alarm was sounded, when an Italian acro- 
plane flow over the eity and dropped several 
bombs. It is important to remember this in 
view of the fact that the enemy press have 
been making much of a statement, alleged to 
have been ‘made by the British military 
attaché at Berne, to the effect that Britain 
would not start bombing Rome until after 
the presidential elections in the United States. 
As the vank of the atiaché is stated by the 
news agency in question to be that of com- 
mander, which, of course, is naval, some 
doubt is to be felt as to whether the enemy 
Press knows what it is talking about. 

Clearly the story has been given currency 
in the hope of disturbing the Catholic vote 
in the United States, and is happily not likely 
to succeed. ‘There has been no confirmation 
up to the present that any such statement 
‘was in fact, made, nor any denial, “Not that 
that matters, for’ even if the attaché did 
make such a statement, it cannot be regard 
ed, as the Germans would like to have it, 
‘as an “authorized British military statement.” 
‘AL the most. it is the expression of an in= 
Aividuat's opinion, and is in no way binding 
upon the British Government. But why all 
this bother about the possible bombing of 
the Italian capital? It is argued that it 
should be kept inviolate because it is the 
headquarters of the Roman Catholic Church. 
‘There might be some worth in the contention, 
if Canterbury and London important centres: 
of the Church of England had not been sub- 
jected {o bombardment, if St, Paul's and 
Westminster had been spared the attentions 
of the enemy bombers, for they are just as 
sacred {0 Britons as Rome may be to the 
Roman Catholies. 

Now Tialy has bombed Athens containing 
historic monuments of the great civilization 
which found its roots in that venerable elty. 
If the Grocks or the British retaliated who 
fs {0 enst reproach upon them? ‘The fact of 
the matter is that Rome, being the centre 
of the Malian Government, is as much a 
military objective as London, or Berlin, or, 
now, Athens, and Mussolini and his Govern: 
ment cannot expect to be allowed to hide 
chind the skirts of Mother Chureh as anpar- 
ently they hone to continue being able to. 
Tl Duce would show greater gallantry if he 
vacated the Holy Cily for some other centre, 
but the sanetity of Rome has the great attrac 
tion of individual safety. In any event the 
Halians would have shown a reater degree 
of restraint if they had refrained from bomb- 
ing Athens, which would have entitled some 
consideration on the subject of the safety of 
Rome. Incidentally it may be pointed out 
that, Ttalinn aeroplanes having joined the 
Germans in the ralds over Britain, Taly has 
forfeited any claim {o consideration on the 
part of the British, 

‘There is no one of any deceney of thought 
at all who docs not deplore the destruction 
of sacred pliees, or depositories of the art 
and culture of ‘centuries, but that surely 
cannot mean that those places belong

FALSE COLOURS

‘The most despicable and cowardly. tactics 
are now being employed by the Italien air 
foree in Greece. Italian aiceratt are flying 
over the county, bearing Greek colours and 
markings, ard doing their fell work under 
the guise of friendly planes. Tt might have 
been” thought that’ the lowest "depths of 
duplicity and treachery had been reached by 
the Nazis, when they used Red Cross planes 
for reconnaissance work over the North Sea 
and in the vieinity of the British Isles.” But 
this does not appear to have Deen the ca 
it has been left to the followers of Mussolini 
{o sink even lower. Fram faets which are 
now coming to hand, it appears. that the 
alian air force have ‘been using the Grecke 
‘morkings on their planes for some consider~ 
able time before Italy's unjustified attack on 
Greece. These planes have been engaged in 
scouting work, and in consequence of thelr 
Greek colours, have not been molested by the 
planes of the Royal Air Force and the Fleet 
Air Arm which have been doing similar work 
‘on Behalf of the British. ‘This deception may 
hhave appeated to the minds which devised 
itas a clever one. Ttecrtainly seems to have! 
succeeded up to a point. But now retribution, 
will overtake the deceivers. And in addition 
there will follow the exeeration of the whole 
‘world which is not tied to Axis chariot wheels, 
‘over one of the most cowardly tricks known 
in warfare. 

Before each new agiression by the Axis 
Powers, there have been excuses made that 
their moves were to forestall other moves 
said to have been planned by the British. In 
the eases of Norway and Denmark, Britain 
was accused of having planned to use these 
countries as bases for attacks upon the Reich, 
In the case of Holland and Belgium Britain 
‘was said to have been exploiting their neutral 
position 10 the disadvantage ot the Nazis. 
Even Jn the ease of France, the Nazis—and 
later, the Halians, when they were sure that 
Franee could not’ hit back—complained that 

fain had pulled wool over the eyes of 
the “country's rulers and. persuaded” them 
into a war which the nation never really 
wanted. tn the case of Greece, the Axis 
Powers declared that Greek harbours and 
bays were being used as British naval bases, 
for attacks upon Italian ‘shipping. All of 
{hese charges were pure Wes, as subsequent 
events have proved. 

It fs not improbable that British warships| 
took advantage of the facilities offered by 
Greck ports before the Italian invasion. Tn- 
{ternational Law allows the use of ‘neutral 
Ports for a limited period—twenty-four hours 
and German raiders such as the inglorious 
Grat Spee did not hesitate to got as much 
ausistance os they could from this law. 
Doubtless Italian warships would have done 
the same, had they remained out of port long. 
enough to make it. necessary. But the 
Halians’ proclivities for indulging in hide 
fand-reck "taeties with theit “speedy fleet 
obviated any such need. Whatever the 
British may have been charged with, it is 
undeniable that they have scrupulously re- 
speeted the neutrality of the smaller nations, 
sometimes to the cost of Britain's strategical 
position. Whereas the Axis Powers have 
never allowed any honourable considerations 
{o stand in their way for a moment, and have 
violated the rights of all and sundry the 
moment it has) seemed to their benefit to 
do so. With this strikingly contrasting | 
record, nothing more needs to be said about 
the respective merits of the opponents.

‘Willkie made gigantic efforis to persuade the 
country to give the verdiel. Making 
hundreds of speeches before millions of listen- 
cers, travelling almost the whole length and 
breadth of the country, and supported by 9 
widespread and enthusiastic organization of 
supporters, Mr. Willkie was undoubtedly as- 
sisted by ‘the latent prejudice axainst any 
president serving a third term. Mr, Roose- 
velt in that respect suffered 2 disadvantage. 
which was inereased by the faet that pre- 
occupation with foreign affairs Kept him 
close at home and prevented him from stum 
ing the country as did his opponent. ‘Thi 
was offset to some extent by the fact that 
while all that Mr, Willkic could offer the 
electorate were promises, President Roosevelt 
was taking action which commanded and 
obtained the support of the masses of the 
people. His decisions with regard to the] 
European war now appear to have been based 
upon a very shrewd idea of what would be 
the reaction of the majority of Americans 
with regard to them, and in this connection 
‘Mr, Roosevelt has shown a degree of political 
insight whieh more than ever justifies his 
reelection. 

It is not difficult to estimate the effect this 
result will have upon the British. They find 
‘@ man, whose cympathy with them in their 
immense struggle has all slong been so mani- 
fest, thoroughly endorsed by the masses of 
the people of the United States, ‘They realize 
that he is in a stronger position now than 
he has been at any time during the past 
twelve months, and they can expect full con- 
tinuance of the United States's foreign policy 
along the lines which President Roosevelt 
has laid down. Whatever comfort the enemy 
might have found in a defeat of Mr. Roose- 
velt has been denied them. Efforts: to 
fluence the election have been brought 10 
naught and they have suffered a pxy- 
chological reverse which is bound to have 
repercussions. Nothing could possibly have 
been more encouragting for the Br'tish people 
than this signal success of President Roose 
velt, for it shows that the heart of the 
American’ people is with them in this great 
fight for the prinefples of democracy in a 
sympathy which hax already been translated 
into acts.

ARMISTICE DAY

It is a sad thought that it was only twenty= 
two years ago today when the unstable peat 
which ended in September of last year, com- 
meneed after four years of bitter struggle. 
Tt was unstable beeause of the many errors 
which were made when it came fo settling 
terms between the Allies and a defeated Ger= 
many, a defeat which, no matter what Ger- 
man leaders may now seek to make of 
was a military’ one, gained in the ficld over 
an enemy which had been forced into swift 
retreat. The Great War ended, statesmen 
set enthusiastically about the tusk of 

a fine new world from which war should 
bbe banished. But they failed. Looking back 
now, it seems inevitable that they should 
have done so, for men of the wide vision of 
Viscount Esher saw in it then the seeds of 
a future war, sown by leaders who appeared:

Inurels acquired during their nations’ great

Sor 
rowful as that fact must be, Britons the world 
over will take pride in the fact that th 
1 and womenfoll: have risen again spendid~ 
ly to the call of duty and in a thousand ways 
ave contributing to that victory which they 
are determined another Armistice Day shall 
bring them, 

Before that day there must still be more suf 
fering and tribulation, for the path to victory:

it is to be hoped that those who come to 
negotiate a fresh peace will be guided by the 
errors of the past and sock to build up a 
new system in which it will be possible for 
the rule of law again to dominate the inte 
ational dealings of the world.

NEVILLE CHAMBERLAIN 
Nov. 12. 

A French friend, in a letter covering a 
communication to’ this journal after Mr, 
Chamberlain returned from Berehtesgaden 
In 1938, wrote of the late Prime Minister as 
© saint: In that his efforts for peace were 
unremitting that description is justified, 
for no man sought to serve the cause of peace 
more carnestly, and energetically, or with 
more (enacity. "There was even more about 
him than that, and that was his personal 
courage. Despite the fact of the criticism 
which was levelled against him, and the 
abuse, Mr. Chamberlain continued on his way 
unperturbed, and certainly not shifted in his 
determination that nothing should be left 
undone to save Europe from the horrors of 
war, That he failed was not his fault, but 
that of the man who so callously tricked 
him, and his failure arose from a reluctance 
to believe that Hitler was the wicked man 
that so many knew him (o be. But, if Mr. 
Chamberlain did not secure peace’ in our 
time” as he fondly hoped he had, it must 
hot be forgotten that in procuring the 
postponement of hostiities.for nearly a year, 
he gained time for the Ailies to put them= 
selves in a better condition to resist aggres- 
sion than they were when he made. his 
famous flight to Berchtesgaden, 

Viowed in the light of all that has occurred 
since war broke out it is awful to contemplate 
what might have happened had it com- 
menced in 1998 instead of 1939. Ml-prepared 
for war as they were in 1939, the Allies were 
in an infinitely worse position in the pre~ 
vious year. ‘Those twelve months have pos- 
sibly made all the difference between defeat 
‘and victory. and when the latter comes to 
British “arms Mr. Chamberlain, who une 
fortunately has not lived to see it, will be 
found to have made a greater contribution 
to it than was realized by those bitter erities 
ayainst whose reproaches he sot the courage 
of @ great faith and stood as firm as a rock 
ayainst them. Whore a lesser man might 
have yielded to his attackers he continued 
‘on his course unshaken until Hitler proved 
to him that he had been just as completely 
betrayed as had other statesmen. 

It would perhaps be idle to endeavour to 
make an comparison between him, and his 
half-brother and their father. All three 
served the country and the Empire well 
AIL three have at one time or the other

‘Sumita declared. 

‘Admiral Decoux replied that 
French Indo-China authorities were 
determined effectively to control 
subversive elements in the Saigon 
‘area, Japanese sources said. 

However. the Governor-General 
failed to give a definite reply to 
Japanese requests to control alleged 
fanti-Japanese activities in Saigon. 
Negotitions to that end wil continue,

Factories Returned 
To Chinese Owners 


Shanghai, Nov 

Several factories whieh hind been 
placed under” the control of 
Japanese military authorities 
returned to thelr Chin 
Nanking on October 1. ‘The mov 
brought up {o more than ten, the 
number of plants returned to their 
owners. 

In accordance with the announce 
ments issued In ‘March by General 
HToshizo ‘Nishio, Commander-in-Chiet 
Jot the Japanese Expeditionary Forces 
to “China, and Admiral “Koshiro 
Oikawa, the Commander-in-Chief of 
the Japanese China Seas Fleet, a com- 
mittee: was established to arrange 
transfer of control. Nine factories, 
the restoration of which was applied 
Tor prior to the establishment of the 
committee, were already returned to 
the owners, 

Several others were relurned on 
October 31 as the committee com: 
pleted investigation of applications 
filed by the owners. 

















Shanghat Meeting 


At a meoting recently held in 
‘Shanghai the Japanese returned four 
Chinese factories in Shanghal and 
Wusin, which had been occupied by 
the mititary and managed by Japan- 
ese merchants during the hostilities 
n this part of the country, accordin 
to the “Central China Daily. News 
‘This was done in keeping with an 
announcement. made by Japanese 
military authorities many’ months ago 
that" they would return occupied 
factories to the new Nanking regime 
which, in turn, will turn them over 
to Chinete factory owners, 

It Is said that in order to com- 
nlete ‘the factory-returning arrange- 
ments, the Japavese military formed 
‘special committee in Shanghai ant 
hogan Investigating and “assessing” 
prices of factories to be returned, 
‘ust why and how the factories were 
fateested it is not disclosed in the 
story. So far, the Japanese have 
returned 19 Chinese factories in con- 
tral China, At the factory-returning 
ceremony held in Shanghai on Octo- 
ber 31 both Chirese and Japancs 
factory owners were present, 

It fs admitted in the report that 
during the hostilities-period, Japanese 
business men repaired and managed 
the Chinese factories. “All Chinese 
factories in Kwanglung provinee 
are said to have been return 
ed last’ month. Besides the four 
Chinese factories Just returned, there 
are nine other factories in central 
China, which were returned by the 
Japan horities “directly” make

Fourth Marines’ 
165 Birthday 


‘Shanghai, Nov. 10. 


Marines in every corner of the 
world today will celebrate the 165th 
Janniversary of the establishment of 
the Corps on. November 10, 1775, at 
‘Tun Tavern in Philadelphia, in ‘the 
turbulent days of the Continental 
[Congress, nine months before the de- 
jclaration of independence. 

‘The Tun Tavern incidentally was 
the first reeruiting station at which 
the (wo battalions of marines ordered 
by the Congress were enlisted for 
jduty. During the eight score and five 
years which have elapsed, the spirit 
of these pioneers has not dimmed and 
the marines have ungrudgingly car- 
rled out strenuous service in all parts 
lof the world. 

‘The history of the US. Marne 
Corps is replete with heroie deeds of 
the heroes of bygone days and 10 a 
great extent has not been preserved 
for posterity owing to the ‘penchant 
of the old historians for brevity. Only. 
‘8 portion of the early doings of mem- 
bers of the Corps has survived the 
ravages of time. 

‘The Corps which has earned unt- 
versal recognition for gallantry. in 
the field, has fought innumerable. 
battles and its personnel have never 
been found wanting. The first two 
officers to be commissioned in the 
‘Corps were Captain Samuel Nichols 
and Lieut. Isaac Craig, the former's 
‘commission being the oldest federal 
naval commission in existence. There 
rad also been New York State marines 
‘35 years before the establishment of 
the’ present outs, 


“Original Eight” 


In May, 1775, it will be recalled, 
‘eight Connecticut marines "formed 
part of a reinforeing expedition sent 
to aid the beleagured fort of ‘Ticor 
\deroga. ‘They have since been de- 
signated the “Original Eight”, an ap- 
pendage which have struck ‘through 
the years. 

‘Today is a day which the Corps 
‘has set aside to pay iting homage 
jand ‘tribute to the traditions and 
glories of the past—for the remem- 
‘Grance of its heroic members whose 
‘gallantry in the field of war have 
made history. 

Licut, O'Bannon in 1805 erossed the 
torrid Afriean desert to participate in 
the attack on ‘Tripoli with a. mere 
handful of men; Major Levi Twigs. 
made the supreme sacrifice in the 
storming of Chapultepec in 1846; then 
there were the intrepid defenders of 
the foreign legations in Peiping in 
the Boxer Rebellion; there is the 
gallant stand at Bladensburg. the 
civil war and the  multitudinous 
Indian and other campaigns. 

‘The Marines also paved the way 
for American trade in China from 
1844 to 1911, and were conspicuous 
in the preservation of law and order 
in Central America. ‘The Marines 
‘also will be remembered for Aghting 
side by side with the British Royal 
Marines in Samoa in 1809, and saw 
service with men of the military 
calibre of Dewey in Manila Bay, 
[Sampson at Santiago and Huntington 
‘at Guantanamo Bay, during the 
Spanish-American campaign. 

‘The crowning achievement of the 
U.S. Marines was their participation 
fn the major engagements in France 
‘during the last war when 32,000 of 
their members fought valiantly be- 
sides thei British allies.

‘Arrest in Soochow 
Soochow, Nov. 5. 

Chen, Kueisshou, 24° year old Chi- 
nese, charged. with the murder and 
robbery of Mr. Fumiiehiro Imada, 33 
years old, on February 17 of $8.00 
and ¥.200, was arrested on November 
3 by the Japanese military police, it

Wusih circles 
In Shanghai suggested that 
a ease of politieal revenge, alleging 
that the job might have been done 
by pro-Chungking guerillas operating,

Tt was said that Chen was respon- 
sible’ forthe arrest of an. alleged 
assassin of the late ‘magistrate of 
Wusih whom he handed over to the

It has been olticially "announced 
that to avoid losses by Chinese hold- 
‘ers of Bank of Bngland noves in the 
Interior of China who are unable to 
rowister at the date specified by the 
British Government, the Ministry of 
Finanee of the Chinese National Gov- 
ernment has ins.ructed the Bank of 
China and its branches to continue 
Yo aceept Bank of England notes for 
reforwarding to London. 

1 is stated that after the British 
Government announced the date for 
the collection of Bank of England 
Ynotes in all parts of the world, the 
Chinese Ministry of Finance design= 
fated the Bank of China to undertake, 

saisiration of the notes held by Chi- 
nese but “due to the short period of 
notice ax well as communication aii- 
culties in the interior of China, many 
Chinese holders of these notes were 
tunable to register them within the 
specified time limit.” 

‘With a view to avoiding unnecessary 
losses by such holders, the Bank of 
China has received permission from 
the Ministry of Finance to continue’ 
to accept the registration of Bank of 
England notes held by Chinese in the 
interior of China—Reuter,

Inakeshift ways of the old National Govern=

‘Sir John Reith’s appointment as Minister 
of Public’ Works and Buildings is quite 
exciting. Tt is an entirely new office created 
to look’ ahead to the rebuilding of London 
after the war and to prepare the requisite 
plans. Some people are hopeful, pointing to 
the BB. C. building which was erected 
tnder Sir John's administration as a sample 
of his imagination and describing it as the 
most beautiful building in London.  For| 
others it is almost the. ugliest building in 
London; and it is notorious that as soon it 
wwas finished it was found to be quite made- 
quate for all the B. B. C's business. At any 
Yale Sir John will get plenty of unsolicited 
advice on the sort of London which should 
emerge from the battering of war. 

To sail about in a foggy sky and drop 
bombs at random on civilians strikes one as 
typically German and cowardly. This is 
what’ the Huns have been doing recently. 
‘They did not do much harm. Also, there 
seems no doubt that our night defences are 
growing steadily more formidable. The 
intensifieation of the light barrage is certainly 
effective in revealing the arrival of raiders 
andthe shooting of the anti-aiveraft guns 
improving every ‘day.

Apropos of the raids it is interesting to

The inference that Goering has 
not the vast reserves of first-line planes that 
Germany was supposed to possess seems 
fair. No doubt Germany has thousands of 
planes, but our experts believe, without being 
too optimistic, that numbers of them are 
obsolete. Examination of the German planes 
which we have captured sufficiently undam- 
aged to be capable of being flown has given 
further confidence. ‘They are excellently 
Duilt, no shoddy workmanship anywhere. But 
when it comes fo fighting they are markedly 
inferior to ours. The Germans have been 
trying to remedy deficiencies, by adding more 
armour and guns. But the result has in~ 
evitably been to increase weight, which means 
decreasing specd and makes them less man~ 
amuvrable. To put more armour and guns in 
‘an aeroplane necessitates an entirely new 
design, the production of which is a very 
Jong affair, I am told that to produce a 
new design means, from the word “go” to 
the completed plane, fully four years. 
We take great interest nowadays in articles 
about the Zoo and Whipsnade, which are a 
regular feature in many papers.
